[OONOLTOED.] 

The Yankee now learned, what he had not 
known before, — that on the day oftheetorm 
it had been arranged between Adelaide and 
the Englishman, that ebe should start, ns 
though going to meet her father in Dum- 
mereselstein, but should betake herself to 
the wooded knoll behindScliwachkopfheim, 
and there meet him, who bad now declared 
himself her lover.

Below this was written again, “I sufier 
much, night is coming again. A.” 

Near the bones were lying the tin box in 
which Mademoiselle Niboyei's colors had 
been packed,— her watch, some trinkets, and 
a few coins. On closer examination, it was 
discovered that the left thigh-bone ol the 
skeleton was broken. Did this illustrate 
Adelaide's being struck down by the fallen 
stone? Or had it been fractured since 
death? Probably, the Yankee surmised, 
the former. Hi.s theory was that Madrmoi- 
selle Niboyet had gone to meet her lover on 
the wooded hill; that finding he did not 
come, she, had wandered on to Teufelfels, — 
perhaps allured by tho manifest heair.y of 
the view to be seen thence — perhaps piqued 
at the Englishman 8 unpnncluality.

But aoiie 
years had elapsed since the finding ol tie 
bones, and time had no doubt wrought more 
changes upon the crumbling edifice. 

The breaklast at Schwaclikoplheiin wt.s 
the perfection of a breakfast. The milk llie 
richest — the butter the fresliest — the breal 
the whitest — the strawberries the sweetest— 
the Sobwaclikopfbeinier the rarest! 

It was late in the afternoon when 1 walk- 
ed into the Hotel de I’Europe at Dummeres- 
elstein.

“If mein lierr means the English gentle- 
man who was sitting in the balcony last 
night, he left this morning by the ten 
o'clock boat But he has never been here 
belore.” 

“Never been here before'?" 

“Never, mein lierr — not in my lime; and 
I've been here — boy and waiter — for eighteen 



It was strange that there should be no 
opening in the wall of Teufelfels tower — 
strange that a waiter who had lived in Dum- 
mereselsten eigtbeen years should never have 
heat;^ of Adelaide Niboyet, and never have 
seen my Yankee friend belore. 

One thing at least was clear enough He 
was a Yankee. — Once a Week.

Letter to the People of Arkansas. 

Dr T M Jacks, says tbe Cincinnati Oa- j 
iielte, has published a closely primed, double 
-colunrin pamphlet of sixteen pages, under the 
title of "A Letter to the People of Arkan- 
saa' It is Haled May 1st, 1865. Dr. Jacks 
was born and has ever lived in the South. 
He bad been closely identi6ed with sla- 
very up to the rebellion, but always opposed 
secession, and through the time of national 
trial has remained true to the Union cause, 
lie now apprehends great danger from the 
hostility of tbe true loyalists and tbe lately 
disloyal, and writes an exhortation to all 
classes to bury the hatchet both in word and 
deed, in order that society in Arkansas and 
the South may settle down in peace and se- 
curity. Dr. Jacks talks to the rebels as lol- 
lows : 

If you are not yet prepareil to acknowl, 
edge the u^justness of your cause, I am per- 
suaded you are convinced of its hopiAessneav 
You must acquiesce, whether willing or not. 
in the unalterable decrees of late — you have 
failed. The world judges of a measure by 
its success. The nations of lha earth have 
passed judgment against you. It only re- 
mains for vou to make tbe best of the unfor- 
tunate position in which you now 6nd your- 
selves. You must renew your allegiance to 
the United States or do worse. The choice 
as before said, is between allegiance, out- 
lawry, and perpetual exile. The alternative 
is before you— choose ye You did not think 
it a hardship 6ve years ago to submit to llie 
laws of tbe United States; you i|*ro not then 
ashamed to be called “American citiiens." 
Tne American name in the last five years, 
has lost rone of its prestige, save with you 
America is now more powerful, and more res- 
pecte.i by the nations cf llie world than at any 
former period. It is only in your fevered 
and perverted imaginations that the name is 
odious. In less titan 6ve years you have 
learned to hate what you once loved. In 6ve 
years more you may learn to love again. In 
yoiir reconciliation you may be more con- 
tented and happy tlian in the days of your 
first love. And again, you have tender and 
loved ones who look to you lor support, pro- 
tection and direction in life. Are you willing 
hopelessly to ruin them, merely to gratify a 
rankling passion growing out of your false 
calculations and disappointed ambition? Are 
you willing that your children shall be the 
citiiens of any country save some portion ol 
your own once loved America ? Arise and 
be restored to your right mind; shake otf the 
madness of passion — put on reason — renew 
your allegiance to the magnanimous Govern- 
ment which you have so grossly insulted, but 
which still offers you free pardon. Resolve 
to be good citiiens again, and you will find 
the task much less onerous than you believe 
Union men are willing to forget the past, for- 
give the wrongs that have been committed 
upon them, and bid you Godspeed in all your 
honorable efforts to do right. What say you? 
Have you not suffered enough? You may 
object that the United Slates Government 
has dealt unfairly with you — that it has to- 
ken your properly without your consent and 
without compensation. Stop! 

Again he says : 

If Southern men adjust not their troubles 
by resuming civil government among them- 
selves, tbe United Slates will be forced to 
retain in the field large armies to re.strain 
their violence, and to keep them awed into 
quiet. The most daring and the most un- 
scrupulous oflRcers will remain in active com- 
mand. Some one of liiese, at the heail of a 
veteran army, tired of searing into submission 
Southern malcontentx, will seel; a more ex- 
citing field of action — one more consonant, 
too, with the proinptingsof unholy ambition. 
He will imagine himself and his army mis- 
treated by the President or the Congress of 
tile United States; like Caisar or Napoleon, 
by force or by stealth, be will take bold of 
the reins of Government, urged on by ambi- 
tion he will have no difficulty in finding a 
pretense for subverting tbe Republic. In the 
name of liberty be will enelave the people. 

In the list of America’s great captains an- 
alogy has painted out to iny mind a “rising 
star," (whose name, however, I will not men- 
tion,) who may in the next twenty-five years 
do for (Jie United Slates what Caisar did for 
Rome, or the first Napo.eon for France. A 
calamity of this sort only can be surely 
averted by the whole American people for- 
getting personal wrong and personal bate, 
amt restoring order upon tbe basis of civil 
law among themselves. 

As to the elective franchise Dr. Jack 
thinks the rule prescribed by the Legislature 
of Arkansas the most prudent one that can 
be devised, to wit; the disfranchisement of 
all who have borne arms against the Gov- 
ernment, ot aided the rebellion since April 
18th, 1864. 

In respect to slavery, he says ; 

If you had not sinned against the Govern- 
ment you might complain. While you re- 
mained true to it, it protected your rights 
under the laws; when you raised your hands 
to stab4t, you thereby lost all right you ever 
had under its laws. It met you at your own 
game, upon the issue oi your^wn choosing 
Before tbe rebellion, there was no species of 
property, for the protection of which there 
had liecn so much legislation as for that of 
slavery You bet slavery upon war — you 
have lost — as honorable sportsmen you 
should give up the stake williout a murmur 
Had the United States Governineni farced 
the issue upon you, instead of you upon lier, 
you might with some propriety complain; but 
as the war was of your own choosing, as 
honorable men you should quietly submit to 
its rulings. It is not yet eellled that your 
losses of property will not work good to the 
common country, and, per consequence, fi- 
nally good to each one of you. That slav- 
ery was a sore on the body politic, and up- 
on public morals, few men are prep.sred to 
deny. The question with political philoso- 
phers has been, how to get clear of it. This 
war may have been God's plan for healing 
the nation. Be this as it may, there is no 
longer any question that the war has abol- 
ished slavery, and it now becomes practical 
men to acquiesce peaceably in what they 
have no power to reverse. 

In the names ot your wives and little ones, 
permit me, as an Arkansian, and as your 
irieud, to urge you to m.ake haste to make 
peace while you may with the Government. 
Return to your once prosperous, but now des- 
olate homes, and God and nature will ble»s 
you. It you think of ever returning, you 
have no time to lose; “now is the accepted 
lime — now is the day ol grace.” A few 
weeks heuce you may not be periuilted to 
return. 



Letter from Hon. U. P. Marshall. 

At the Union Convention lield at Mays- 
ville on May 30th, Hon. M. P. Marshall, of 
Wasliinglon, Ky ., was nominated as a Candi- 
date for the State Senate. Mr. Marshall 
has written a letter to the Home Guard in 
which, after declining llie nomination on ac- 
count of physical inability to canvass tlie 
district and to pertorm the duties of tiie of- 
fice if elected, he proceeds to give bis views 
witli regard to tlie Constitutioual Amend- 
ment. After proving tbe Cousiitulionalily 
of the Amendment and ils consistency both 
with the letter and tbe spirit of the Consti- 
tution, Mr. Marshall writes as follows: 

Having, as I trust, disposed of the first 
proposition, vii: whether the two clauses are 
consistent with the spirit and the letter of 
the Constitution, 1st us consider the second 
proposition, whether it is the true policy ot 
the State of Kentucky to legalize the ac- 
knowledged freedom ot all the slaves within 
her borders This question can only be ful- 
ly and intelligently answered, by surveying 
the moral and political condition ot the 
State, at the end of this wonderful civil war. 
We find ourselves involved in all tlie embar- 
rassments, difficulties, and dangers incident 
to a large ungoverned mass of colored peo- 
ple, to a great extent unable to support 
themselves, wandering vagrants, destitute 
and. poor. Humiliated by tbe actual occu- 
pation of our State by black soldiers, placed 
here undervstrange while officers to free the 
slaves, our towns and villages. actually un- 
der the power of colored troops, forced to 
submit to the rule and caprice of this mili- 
tary power. Wo look out upon the fertile 
fields of our rich State. We view our un- 
cultivated country, and at homo our domes- 
tic relations confused and ill adjusted. These 
and many, yes very many more, equally se- 
rious grievances, are upon us, until the proud 
spirit of an oSended people, almost urges 
them to break tbe oppressive bonds by vio 
lence. 

What shall be the action of the State of 
Kentucky under the pressure of her awful 
calamities? Your Governor has recommend- 
ed, a remedy for the ills which you endure, 
that you should remove tbe cause which 
produces them; become a non-slave-holdiog 
State in law as well as in fact; adjusting 
your .State legally to the true status of 
slavery. Accept and ratify the two amenda- 
tory clauses. By this wise statemaiispip, 
you relieve yourselves of negro soldiers, and 
martial law, and again exercise the high 
prerogative of self-government, have the 
sovereign control, subject to the Con- 
stitution of the United Slates, and of 
the State of Kentucky, of all the intereste, 
personal and real in the State, can 
give to, or with hold from the colored race, 
any additional privileges which a wise hu- 
manity may suggest. Aid the colored race 
to have a fair opportunity to develop their 
capacity for a higher civilization, for free- 
dom, (their right to the wages of their labor 
and to humane treatment is freedom,) and 
whenever they are qualified for a higher 
status of civilization, this very qualification 
will cause the Stale to add to their privileges. 
Let them be married according to law Let 
them have tlie courts of justice opened to 
them ffr their protection, and let laws been- 
acted to secure them in all the rights of men; 
but as voters or political agents of any char- 
acter let them Iiave no power over the gov- 
erment; but let the (State protect them in 
the enjoyment of all civil rights consistent 
with their present civilization. I have, how- 
ever, beard it asserted by those who have 
undoubted claims to tbe moral attributes of 
truth and sincerity, that the second amenda- 
tory clause, will confer upon Congress the 
right to fix the status of tlie colored man 
politically and morally in the States, to give 
him the offifces of Legislator, Governor and 
.fudge, to force liiiii, on terms of equality, 
into the ladieal parlors, and to invito the re- 
fined Kentuckians to their caress. It is pain- 
ful to observe the extremes to which our pas- 
sions can force the mind into holding erro- 
neoiis'npinioiis. Feilow-men, look at tills sec- 
ond clause yourselves Read it for your- 
selves and not (or another. Can the first 
clause he made to mean that Congress shall 
have any such power?. Tbe second confers 
no powers except that of enforcing the first. 
The second clause is, however, simply ao 
expletive; fora fuller power, to the eame 
purpose, was already iacorporated in tlie 
constitution. I will refer you to the ISth 
clause of 8lh section ol 1st article, and ask 
you to read it carefully. I will insert it : 
“Congress siiall have the power to make 
ail laws which shall be necessary and prop- 
er, for carrying into execution the lore- 
going powers and all other powers 
vested by this constimtiou in the Govern- 
ment of the United Slates, or in any depart- 
inent or officer tliereof.,’ Now, this clause 
you will perceive, is identical with tbe sec- 
ond amendatory clause, only fuller and more 
comprehensive. For more than eighty 
years. Congress has had all the power given 
by this second clause, and until tliia moment, 
no mind lias ever thought that the right to 
fix the voting qualifications ot the citizen 
was vested by it. or any power to confer so- 
cial or political righta upon tbe citizens 
whatever. In fact more than eighty years 
ago, tbe United States Constitution express- 
ly asserted, that the sovereign power to fix 
the suffrage of men , should be vested in the 
States alone. 

But why dilate upon eo simple a proposi- 
tion? Read for yourselves, and do not per- 
mit the wild caprices of other minds to de- 
lude you into fallacious conclusions. 1 mean 
no disrespect to other gentieinen who differ 
with me in opinion. They are as sincere, 
and p-ihi,s more intelligent than I am; 
and at all events have the same, (and no 
more) right to the freedom of opinion than 
I have. Fellow-citizeneof Mason and Lewis, 
I have trespassed ou your patience already 
too long. I now state that I am a Union 
man ol 1861, having the same opinions and 
feelings, 1 then had, and have not attached 
inyselt to either branch ot the Union party 
of 1865, in Kentucky. My motto, is Union 
forever; a ad in a areat revolution, do the 
best you can to save your State from de- 
struction. Accept the condition of things 
as God in his might and wisdom lias ordain- 
ed through bis chosen ioetrumentalities and 
accomin^iate your Slate thereto.

The Rev. M D. Conway gives in the 
Commonwealth this agreeable sketch of 
the late performance of Fernando Wood 
in London.

“It was eeen through in a moment. A 
goodly number of loyal Americans went 
there determined to prevent this sneaking 
effort of Wood to be the American repre- 
sentative and paragon of patriotism here 
(where he has been for two weeks,) and 
there was in the room, ready lor use, a cer- 
tain message of his, recommending the 
very proper and praise-worthy destruction of 
the United States as a good moment for tbe 
secession of New York city. When we had 
been seated in silence for a tew moments, a 
model waiter of the’aristocratic Grosvenor 
Hotel came to the door and proclaimed, 
‘‘Gentlemen I the Honorable Fernando 
Wood!" As that sleek and oily iadividual 
walked in, slow and stately, some individual 
began a clap with his hands — whereupon 
he was utterly covered up and hidden away 
beneath spontaneous liushes and hisses 
from every throat. Fernando caught the 
hurricane in his breast, staggered a little, 
then went on to the upper part of the room. 
Some one then proposed that be (Wood) 
should take tbe chair; but almost before 
tbe motion had passed from his lips. Dr. 
Black, of Kentucky, eatered the door and 
called out, “Geutleiiien, I have come from 
the re.sidence of the American Minister, and 
haven message from a number ot eminent 
Americans there to those who have gather- 
ed here.” Dr. B. then said it was tbejopinion 
of Mr. Adams and tbe geotleinea in con- 
sultation with him, that a general iiTeeling 
of Americans should be held in St. James' 
Hall on Monday evening, and that all 
should reserve any minor expression until 
then. The Woodite thought that this meet- 
ing might go on, but he was interrupted by 
a call to adjourn. The next attempt was

President Lincoln's Message to the 
Miners ol tbe tVest. 

It will be recollected that on tbe evening 
of bis assassination President Lincoln bad 
a long iuterview with Speaker Colfax, wlio 
was to start out on tile next morniug on an 
overland journey to Califoruia On taking 
leave of Mr. Colfax, Mr. Lincoln sent 
with him a message to the miners. In a 
speech lately made at Denver, Colorado) 
Mr. Colfax delivered this message as follows. 
Mr. Lincoln said: 

“Mr. Colfax, I want you to take a mes- 
sage from me to tbe miners whom you visit. 
“I hare,” said he, “very large ideas of tlie 
mineral wealth of our nation. I believe it 
practically inexhaustible. It abounds all 
over tbe Western country, from the Rocky 
Mountains to tbe Pacific, and its develop- 
ment has scarcely commenced. During the 
war, when we were adding a couple ol mil- 
lions of dollars every day to our national 
debt, I did not care about encouraging the 
increase in the volume of our precious 
metals We bad tne country to save first. 
But now that the '.ebellion is overthrown 
and we know pretty early the amountof our 
national debt, the i ire gold and silver we 
mine makes the p ment of that debt so 
much the easier. ' Now,” said he speaking 
with much empha . q ‘‘I am going to en 
courage that iu every possible way. We 
shall have hundreds of. thousands of dis- 
banded soldiers; and many bare feared that 
tlieir return home in such great numbers 
iniglit paralyze industry by furnishing sud- 
denly a greater supply of labor than there 
will be a demand for. I am going to try 
and attract them to the hidden wealth of 
our mountain ranges, where there is room 
enough for all. Immigration, which even 
the war has not stopped, will land upon our 
shores hundreds ol thousands more per year 
from over crowded Europe. I intend to 
point them to the gold and silver that waits 
lor them in the West Tell the miners for 
me, that I shall promote their interests to 
the utmost of my ability, because their pros- 
perity is the prosperity of the nation, and,” 
said he, his eye kindling with enthusiasm, 
“wo shall prove, in a very lew years, that 
wo are, indeed, the Treasury of the world"

suddenly beconio mixions for the suppression 
ol the <;!&'.,■ trade For four years Great 
Britain hoe l;een giving the lie to its former

Life is Mexico. — T he New Yorl Herald's 
City of Mexico letter gives an tecount of 
life in that capital during the winter. Tbe 
correspondent says Maximilian's popularity 
is increasing and that be is displaying much 
intelligence, iorbearance, enterprist and wis- 
dom. He is described as friendly to the 



Dieuastliso the RishhosoCasson. — G ov- 
ernment is rapidly dismantling tbe fortifica 
lions at Richmond and Petersburg, and 
shipping the cannon, etc., to the Washing- 
ton and other Northern navy-yards and ar- 
senals. Tlie number of cannon of all kinds, 
siege and field, is much larger than was or- 
iginally supposed. At one time tour or five 
'acres at the landing below Richmond were 
covered with cannons, caissons, army wag- 
ons, etc. Five vessels ware at City Point 
and Richmond last week, loading witli them 
including the beautiful Whitworth battery 
of rifled cast-steel twelve-pounders surrend- 
ered by Gen. Lea at Burkesville, Va,, which 
was presented to tbe rebels at the beginning 
of the war, by sympathizing friends in Eng- 
land. Artillery officers pronounce it one of 
the finest batteries in tbe world. ft will 
probably be sent, with other curious pieces, 
to Weal Point os trophies. At Petersburg, 
just before iis evacuation, many cannons 
were buried, and head-boards put up at each 
end to resemble soldiers’ graves. Tlie ne- 
groes, always loyal to liie North, immedi- 
ately revealed the trick, and upwards of 100 
field pieces have already . been exhumed. 
The amount of war material now accumnl.i- 
ted by tbe Government, both of its own 
manufacture and captured from the rebels, 
is almost incredible. Speaking of guns in a 
wholesale way, an army otBcer lately inti- 
mated that thecannon, caissons, ambulances, 
army wagons, etc., with their teams, would 
make a column reaching from New York to 
California.

Review of News

Rear Admiral Dupont died in Piiiiadel 
phia on Friday last, June 23d The an- 
nouncement of his death has l>eeD made by 
the Secretary of the Navy. The order says, 
‘‘This officer was dislinguiebed for ability 
and acquirements in his profession, and Ail- 
ed with credit many important positions, 
both ashore and aAoat. He was especially 
distinguished for his decisive aud splendid 
victory achieved at Port Royal, S C.,on the 
7th of November, 1861, for which be receiv- 
ed the thanks of Congre.*s." The Aags at 
the Navy Yards are ordered to be hoisted at 
half-mast until alter the funeral of the Ad. 
miral, and a salute of thirteen guns to be 
Ared at noon on the day of the funeral. 
Admiral Dupont had spent an honorable ca- 
reer of nearly Ally years in the service of 
his country. In August, 1862, he was ap- 
pointed one of the nine Rear Admirals on 
the active list. A grateful people will hold 
his long and gallant services iu perpetual re- 
membrance. 

The distinguished Mexican patriot and 
General, Don Manuel Doblado, died in New 
York on Monday, the 19th insl., at the age 
of Afty-three. 

A delegation irom south Carolina has vis- 
ited Washington and is urging the appoint- 
ment of a Provisional Governor for tbatState. 
From the cliaracter of the delegation — all 
being original secessiouists — it is not sup- 
posed their request, will be granted at pres- 
ent.

Who aie the Conservatives? 

This is an important question to the peo-

demanded for the pennaneney and peace of 
the Nation — who are unwilling that the life 
of this glorious old republic should always 
be at the mercy of a negro slave. The Con- 
eervalivea number in their ranks but very 
few of these. Now let the people judge how 
the teachings of this party are to be receiv- 
ed, and how their opposition to the Consti- 
tutional Amendment is to be accounted for. 
Their boasted love for the Constitution and 
the Union a sham, for, as a party, they 
have sympathized with those who have been 
attempting the destruction of both and are 
now openly affiliating with them and wooing 
them to (heir embrace. All the elements 
which we have enumerated are coalescing 
to destroy the unconditional Union senti- 
ment of the State, and to conserve that 
great enemy of the republic — negro slavery. 
If they succeed, the good old State of Ken- 
tucky must forfeit her claim to the virtue of 
loyalty to her Government 

Another fact for the ConssrratiTes. 

The first free'State Convention, since the 
closing of the war, was held in Ohio, on 
Wednesday the 21st instant. Its object was 
the nomination of a candidate for Governor 
and other State officers. Of course a plat- 
form was adopted. No*v according to the 
theory of the Conservatives, according to 
their declaration of the principles and de- 
signs of the Union party, the Convention 
must.deinand the bestowal of the privilege 
of suffrage and of all the rights of equality 
on the negro as a sins qua non in the work 
of reconstruction. But it did no such thing 
These radicals met, and lo I the poor Afri- 
can is unmentioued and lorgotten. Not a 
word was heard of negro siiQ'rage and ne- 
gro equality. On llie contrary they say, 
“President Andrew Johnson has our high- 
est confidence; we cheerfully endorse the 
policy of his Administration, looking to the 
restoration of peace and civil order in the 
so-called seceded States, and that, as Union 
men ot Ohio, we will give him our hearty 
and undivided support.’’ What is'-this pol- 
icy of Andrew Johnson? That the Slates 
having the power of regulating this matter 
of Bufi’rage in their own bands , it must be 
lelt with them to decide as to whether the 
negro shall vote or not. Ohio has been con- 
sidered as ultra-radical in its Unionism, yet 
it has failed to demand equality or suffrage 
fjr the negro But it has given its voice for 
the ratification of the Constitutional Amend- 
ment. 

Here is another tact opposing iieolt to the 
declaration that this ratification must be 
followed, according to the intention of lU 
supporters, by the bestowal upon the negro 
of all political aad social rights— another 
denial opposed to the ridiculous assertions 
of the ^owell-Harneyites of Kentucky. How 
these gentlemen must wince ne thus fact after 
fact, event after event nails their lie to the 
counter. They tell tfcc people ot Kentucky 
that, no matter how me Union party of the 
State may deny it, it is the inten'ion of this 
party to force negro suffrage upon all the 
SlaVe States Yet the Slave States of Mis- 
souri and Tennessee, an 1 the free Seale of 
Ohio have, by voice and vole, declared them- 
selves opposed to this intention or design 

they have all ratified the Amendment but 
liava refused to give the negro the privilege 
of voting or failed lo require it in States 
where the Constitution forbids it. The fact is 
made evident that it is not tke intention ot 
the leaders of the Administration party to 
force negro suffrage upon the Slates, and the 
Conservutives of Kentucky in^y as well own 
it or at least hush their declarations to the 
contrary. Otherwise tliev stand branded 
either with ignorance or lalsehood This 
slander that wa.v eoncocled for the purpose 
of e.xciting the passions of the ignorant 
against the .Amendment and its friends has 
been proved false. Now let it be dropped.

What value It te be attached to their— Kon- 
tnoky Unionists — deolaration of opposition to ne- 
gro suffrage when they are itrainlng every nerve 
to elevate to, or retain in ofiioe, ita earnest and 
open advocates and to confer upon them the paw 
er to extend tho suffrage to tho negro? 

Such is the inquiry of the Lexingtou Ob- 
server and Reporter. 

Now we have a qneatiou to ask of this 
Conservative organ. Who is the man, who 
are the men whom the Kentucky Radicals 
are thus “straining every nerve to elevate to, 
or retain in office” and who are the "earnest 
and open advocates’’ of negro suffrage in 
Kentucky? This is a simple question; let 
it be answered. Is it Wm. L. Neale, or 
Gen. Fry, or Gen. Green Clay Smith, or Col-

Union Heetlo;. 

A mass meeting of the Union party of 
tbe counties of Laurel and Rockcastle, was 
held at the Court House in London, on the 
12th day of June, 1865, for the purpose of 
nominating a candidate to represent the two 
counties in the next Legislature. At the 
hour of meeting, the Court House was 
crowded to overflowing, many not being able 
to obtain seats. The meeting was opened 
by prayer by the Rev. W. S. Doak. 

On motion of C. W. Catching, \V. S. 
DOAK was called to the chair, who made a 
short hut impressive speech in which he ad- 
ministered a scathing rebuke to these would 
he Union men. 

On motion or H. I'.oyd, Jos. K Martin 
was appointed Secretary Whereupon the 
Chair appointed J. C. Brown, Squire W. 
Jones, U. Boyd, Lewis Lucre, R. Hodge, 
Henry Logan, William Travis, William 
Storm, William M. Irish, Jacob Williams 
and Captain West a couimiitee to draft res- 
olutions expressive of the sense of tbe meet- 
ing, who, after a short abaense, reported the 
following, viz; 

Rssohed, That we fully approve and en- 
dorse the course pursued by our late Presi- 
dent, Abraham Lincoln, in crushing the vil- 
est, most powerful and brutal rebellion ever 
waged against a just OovernmenU That 
we also endorse, the Administration of An- 
drew Johnson, anrl pledge him our hearty 
support in his efforts to restore peace and 
harmony to the country; and, as a measure 
best calculated to produce that result, would 
earnestly but respectfully recommend the 
hanging of that arch-traitor Jefferson Dav 
and other leading traitors who have been 
inairumentnl in starving and rhaltrealiiig 
our unfortunate, hut brave Union soldiers, 
while confined in retjel prisons, and would 
regard the release from prison and pardon of 
such traitors an outrage upon justice and 
humanity. 

Resolved, That we are opposed to tho re 
peal of the Expatriation Law passed by the 
Legislature of Kentucky. 

Resolved, That we bclieva that slavery 
was the causa of the late rebellion, inaugu- 
rated and carried on for the destruction ol 
the Government by traitors in arms, and 
that permanent peace can never be restored 
until the cause be removed. 

Resolved, Therefore, that we are in lavor 
of the adoption of tbe proposed Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United Slates 
forever prohibiting slavery within the limits 
and jurisdiction thereof. 

Resolved, That the man nominated by 
this Convention to represent us iu tbe next 
Legislature, ia entitled to and shall receive 
onr undiviiled support. 

Which resolutions were unanimously 
adopted, and Charles B. Faris was nominat- 
ed by acclanialion as the Union candidate to 
represent the counties aforesaid in the next 
Legislature, who being present, appeared, 
accepted the honor conferred, and made a 
short, impressive speech, endorsing tbe ac- 
tion ot the Convention. 

On motion of R Boyd, tbe foregoing reso- 
lutions be sent to the National Unionist, 
Lexington, Ky., with tho request that they 
be publi.Tbed, and that the Commonwealtb, 
Louisville Press and Journal, and Rich-' 
mond Messenger be requested to copy AnJ 
then the meatiiig adjourned.

F rom the inception of tbe rebellion, tbe ^en« 
nine Union sentiment of tbe State of Ken- 
tucky has found but little expression, either in 
the addresses of Che prominent politicians or in 
the press. This state of things, at all times a 
source of murmuring, though somewhat allevia- 
ted by tho partial supply of loyal journals from 
other States, has at last riptned into dissatisfac- 
tion and a positive demand for such a newspaper. 

Demanding that tbe rebellion shall be suppress- 
ed, we would have all the means necessary to 
suppress it cheerfully supplied. Kegaiding unity , 
as essential to speedy success, we would enforce 
it as the duty of every citixen to give to those 
who administer the Government— whilst the war 
continues— sympathy and support. Believing 
the rebellion to be not only without palliation 
or excuse, but a crime we would have it taeght 
that those who have inaugurated and prosecut- 
ed it should wholly bear the responsibility ef 
lu guilt.

In so wide a field where the instruments em- 
ployed must be varied, errors of judgmost are 
unavoidable. We would not therefore, judge 
harshly of the means employed, whilst we see 
they are suggested by a sincere desire to re-es- 
tablish the authority of Gk Government. In a 
word, we wish to teach that it is tbe paramount 
duty of tbe Government to preserve tbe Union 
by all the means recognised by civilised warfare. 
Rejoicing at every triumph of our arms, we de- 
sire to affiliate with those true Union menovery- 
wbere, who hope for, and look to the nation's 
success in the field— not to its defeat as the 
surest means of securing a lasting and honorable 
peace. 

The vote of the people of Kentucky, on every 
occasion — and their resolutions in their primary 
assemblies, far ahead of their politicians, far In 
advance of their press, are to us the surest guar- 
anty — that a majority are with os. The object 
of this paper is to give organisation to that ma- 
jority, and to develope into political action 
the convictions which, in their hoarts tbe people 
cherish. Also, to take full advantage of tbe 
facilities at oommaod* to furnish its patrons with 
the current news, and to develope some important 
features of a Daily, that have not hitherto receiv- 
ed from the press here tbe prominencs desirable 
in a mercantile community.
